Butit must be remembered 
that the railway company is rich large- 
ly because it looks after the little 
things, 

The greatest corporations in the 
world are not aboye tuking care of the 
fractions of pennies. 

The railway scrap heap of the 
country last year reached the value of 
$1,250,000, a most respectable sum of 
money, notwithstanding it came from 
picked up ping and paper, old nails 
and old brooms. 

Waste forms one of the most vital 
questions in economies, not alone for 
railways and big manufacturing 
plants, but for every household. 

It is impossible, of course, for any 
very great sum to be realized in the 
saving of waste ina household, And 
yet the usual waste of any home is 
relatiyely far greater than that of a 
railway.

To Preserve Eggs. 


It is often desirable to preserve eggs 
when they ave plenty to hold for win- 
ter use, und the practice is often fol- 
lowed on the farm. One of the best 
preservatives known is water glass 
which is really soluble glass and is 
known as silicate of sodium or silicate 
of potassium,which may be purchased 
either in powder or liquid at any drug 
store, Make it up in the proportion 
of one part water glass to ten parts 
water. Biace eggs ina jar and pour 
the solution over them, coyeringg them 
at least two inches deep. Sealor keep 
the jar tightly covered to prevent 
evaporation and the eggs will keep 
perfectly,

On public grounds, said Sir Wil- 
liam Broadbent, these deaths were 
scarcely to be regretted. If a child 
contracted tuberculosis at an early 
age, It was probably Very susceptible 
to disease, and for its own sake 
death was certainly preferable to a 
life of suffering, while in the interests 
of the community at large the elim- 
ination of those who might grow up 
to be a burden and a source of weak- 
ness was desirable. Not infrequently 
the removal cf these weakly children 
allowed the stronger children of the 
family a better chance of growing 
up healthy. 

A great need exists, in Sir William 
Broadbent's opinion, for a home 
where tuberculous children could be 
received and given the benefit of open 
air treatment, and in this matter he

The Late James Mumby. 
We take the following account of 
the accident to and death of Mr. James 
Mumby, late of Bannockburn, from 
the Smith’s Falls Record, of January 
2nd, 1906 :-— 


Mr. James Mumby, the well known 
C.P.R. conductor, who was injured at 
Montreal Junction a week ago Sunday 
night, died in the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, Montreal, on Thursday 
evening last. His injuries were pecu- 
liar and very painful, It will prob- 
ably be remembered by our readers 
that while changing a switch he slip- 
ped on the icy ground and fell sotthat 
one of his legs lay partly on the rail, 
A passing freight train caught it and 
literally tore the flesh from the bone 
almost the entire length of the leg. 
He was taken at once to the Royal 
Victoria where he made a gallant fight 
for life, but the injury and the shock 
to the system were more than he 
could withstand. An effort was made 
to save his leg, but this was found to 
be impossible and on Wednesday it 
was ainputated at the hip, He never 
rallied from the operation and Thurs- 
day evening he passed away. His 
death was learned with the greatest 
regret eyerywhere in town. He was 
among the best known of the railroad 
men and was held in the very highest 
esteem by all who knew him. There 
was great anxiety about him while he 
was In the hospital and genuine sor- 
row when it was known that he had 
succumbed to his injuries. His devot- 


ed wife, his sister, Mrs. Fitton, 
of New York, and his brother, D. 


Mumby, were with him throughout the 
anxious suffering days since he was 
hurt, and to them there goes out the 
sympathy of all in their great bereaye- 
ment. He was only 33 years of age. 
He was a prominent member of the 
B. of R. T. and also a member of St. 
Francis lodge A. F. & A. M. and 
Rideau lodge, 1.0.0.F. His funeral 
took place at 1,30 o'clock Monday 
afternoon to the Methodist Church, 
thence to the cemetery. Tt was 
attended by the members of the 
Masonic Order and Oddfellows and by 
the different railway organizations, 


and was one of the largest seen here}- 


in some time. 
The floral offerings were beautiful 
and were so numerous that a special 


conveyance was necessary to carry 
them to the grave.

The condition of the animals at the 
time ofpurchase is important if puc- 
chased by weight.

chased when in a high condition at 
flesh. 

Welhers not only take more food fo 
maintain them than lambs, but they 
ust more food in making a pound of 
goin. This is owing to that law of ani: 
ma! nutrition which calls for more food 
rejatively in proportion to the gain 
made the older the animel is. This 
has been proved by numerous experi- 
ments, including one conducted by the 
writer at the Minnesota station.’ The 
difference is conceivable and always in 
favor of the lamps.

Very early tradition uniformly ascribes 
the writing of the first gospel to Mat- 
thew, one-of the less conspicuous of the 
apostelio group. But the book itself 
does not mention the name of its au- 
, thor, and there are many able and con- 
scientious scholars who believe that 
this tradition in its earliest form means 
simply that the substance of the gospel 
message, though probably not the form 
cf the narrative, is to be ascribed lo 
the apostle whose name the gospel 
| bears. There is, however, no. positive 
| proof for this contention, the problem 
resolving itself rather into a question 
cf the trterpretation of the rather mea- 
|ger data available. We are therefore 
| Justified in assuming that the earliest 
tradition concerning the authorship of 
the gospel is correct—that is, that Mat- 
thew, the apostle, did write the gospel 
bearing his name and that he wrote it 
in substantially the form in which it 
has come down to us.

Omelchuk, the sailor of the 
Potemkin Tavritchesky, whose shoot- 
ing by tho captain of tho battleship 
for complaining about the food led 
to the mutiny, was buried on Wed- 
nesday evening in the city necropolis. 
Tho funeral was mado the occasion 
of a great popular demonstration. 
Neither police nor troops showed 
themselves along the route. Every- 
thing was orderly. The mutincers 
had notified the commandant of the 
port ecarlicr in the day of thoir in- 
tention to inter their comrade with 
full naval honors. They added that 
thoy would land an escort and the 
ship’s band, and that if these were 
interfered with the battleship would 
immediately open fire on the port. 
The commandant thereupon offered 
himself as a hostage aboard tho bat- 
tleship for the safe return of the es- 
cort and to ensure the safety of the 
city. It cannot be learned whether 
his offer was accepted, but in any 
case tho mutincers’ threat Was re- 
spected, 
Although the day passed practical- 
ly without disturbance, the mob 
again became threatening on Thurs- 
day evening. Troops hold the public 
buildings and guard the approaches 
to tho harbor. During the evening 
the central railway station was set 
on fire and is almost destroyed. 
Many persons have been injurod, but 
details are unobtainable.

Their Two Armies Coniront Each 
Other Along the Frontier. 


Christiania, Norway, July 2.—It is 
reported that a Swedish squadron is

There is intense excitement. 

‘Pwo armics of Norway and Sweden 
now confront each other along the 
frontier. An overt act may precipi- 
tate fighting at any moment. 

THE FIRST HOSTILE MOVE. 

Stockholm, Sweden, July 2.—Swe- 
den to-night is preparing for war 
with Norway. ‘The first hostile move 
was made to-day, when the Govern- 
ment issued a proclamation, to be 
como offective immediately, declaring 
Stockholm, Karlskrona, Gothenberg 
and F’arosend to be war ports, and 
excluding all foreign warships from 
entering their harbors. z 

It is reported here that the Norwe- 
gian army is already being mobilized — 
on tho frontier, and that a clash 
may occur at any time. The move-_ 
ment of the Norwegian army began — 
on Friday, but at that time Norway 
denied that any warlike purpose was 
in view. The explanation given out 
for this extraordinary movément ‘of 
troops was that the annual reviews 
were in progress, and that nothing 
more was intended. Following closo

The stomach worm is a very tiny} 
thredd-like worm, which — attacks 
lambs moro than older sheep. It} 
lodges in the fourth stomach to do} 
its work. ‘The bluegrass pastures are 
the worst infected with this pest. It 
may be very nearly avoided by using 
alfalfa Pastures, or by Pasturing | 
clover that is not too short, or 
changing on permanent pastures, not 
using the same one two years in suc- 
cession. The surest indication that a 
lamb has stomach worms is a white 
or “paper’’ skin. Usually, also, he} 
will scour, 

Watch carefully as to his thrift, 
and the first time you see him  off,| 
or not thriving, with skin gray or 
paler than it should be, take him 
and his mother, if still nursing, off 
pasture and give dry feed. Put the} 
hamb in a shed, where it can get no 
grazing whatever. Fast it 24 hours 
and then give two teaspoonfuls of} 
gasoline in a little more than a wine-| 
glass of sweet milk. Better buy a 
glass with a graduated scale on the 
side. Be careful not to tip the! 
lamb’s head back too far when, 
drenching, because they strangle; 
worse then and gasoline on the lungs 
kills them quickly. 

Feed stimulating food, such as 
plenty of grain and hay or cut green 
forage. Repeat treatment once or 
twice a week, according to strength 
of lamb, A yearling will stand 
twice the dose for lamb. Some- 
times one treatment will dislodge the 
worms. Other times it may take a 
month or two. 

When the worms are gone the skin 
should resume its proper color 
promptly.

| Death of Albert E. Brough. 


Universally Regretted by a Wide Circle} 
of Friends. 


From the Hammondsport, N. Y., 
Herald of January 17th we copy the 
following particulars regarding the 
illness and death of a former Madoc 
resident, A. E. Brough. This sketch 
was headed by a splendid half-tone 
portrait of the deceased : 

Seldom has a death in Hammonds- 
port created such a profound sensation 
and such universal sorvow as that of 
Albert Edward Brough, who passed 
away Sunday evening at eight o'clock 
after but a few hours’ illness of pneu- 
monia.

Mr. Brough came to Hammondsport, 
where he engaged in the clothing 
business, Mr. Brough is survived by 
his wife and a daughter, Florence, 
aged eight years. Mrs, Brough’s par- 
ents, Mr, and Mrs, EK. M. McCay are 
members of the household. My. 
Brough’s parents are dead and he was 
the last of the immediate family. 

Mr. Brough was a member of Ur- 
bana Lodge, No. 459,. F. & A. M., 
Wayne Lodge of Oddfellows, Keuka 
Tribe of Red Men, Hammondsport 
Tent, Knights of the Maccabees, the 
Foresters of Canada,and the Hornells- 
ville Lodge of Elks. 

The subjeot of this sketch was a man 
of many sterling qualities. He was 
liberal-minded, just and charitable. 
As a husband and father he was true 
and deyoted. As a business man he 
was upright,diligent, persevering and 
successful. His friendship was endur- 
ing, as was attested inan unusual de- 
gree by the saddened faces ab the 
intelligence of his death. Albert 
Edward Brough will be greatly missed 
in Hammondsport among his coterie 
of business friends, each of whom feels 
that he has met with a personal afflic- 
tion, In the home, where he was uni- 
formly kind, considerate and indulgent, 
his absence will be most keenly felt, 
and to the afflicted family is extended 
the commiseration of their friends 
and acquaintances. 

The funeral services were conducted 
under Masonic pices, one of the 
bearers being Mr. nainee H. Smellie, 
also an old Madoc resident.

They are two small 
samples of steel made from iron 
ores, Which haye been disregarded 


by ordinary iron smelters on 
account of their inadaptibility to 
the ordinary smelting processes, 


Mr. Eyans used the electric furnace 
and aceomplished the process in 
fifteen minutes. 

One sample was made from the 
titanum ore of the Horton Mine of 
lasting county, and the other from. 
the Coe Hill Mine in the same dis- 
trict, This is the first steel made 
from these ores in Canada, and if 
the expenses of the process can be 
reduced to a profitable basis it may 
mean the commercial utilization of 
these hitherto yalueless ores. 


Rural Cemeteries. 


A correspondent writing to the 
Globe deplores the neglected condition 
of cemeteries in the rural sections of 
Ontario. He says that after becoming 
accustomed to the trim and well-cared 
for cemeteries of cities one experiences 
a shock in yisiting the vesting places 
of the dead in country districts, and 
draws attention to the fact that city 
cemeteries make proyision for per- 
manent maintenance by selling the 
plots at a sufficiently high price— 
within the reach of ali—to establish a 
fund, the income of which will main- 
tain the care of the cemetery for all 
time, while the country cenieteries 
make no proyision for such a fund,” 
The writer suggests as remedy the 
forming of an association made up of 
representatives of the plots,each mem- 
ber contributing a fixed sum to a 
maintenance fund, which might he 
augmented by extra donations, the 
whole to be administered by a trust 
company. 

Saturday Night, commenting upon 
the above, says: Itis certainly desir- 
able that some plan be deyised by 
which the cemeteries in small towns 
and-country places could be trans- 
formed from their present state of un- 
loyeliness to some condition less sug- 

estive of a complete forgetfulness of 
the dead, and a total disregard of the 
condition and appearance of a piece of 
ground which is a common _ possession 
and upon which the inhabitants of a 
small community are most often likely 
to gather together in aspirit of true 
neighborliness. There are many cem- 
eteries standing on country hillsides, 

rass grown and unkempt, which a 
fttie organized effort would change to 
beautiful spots suggestive of restful- 
ness and peace, It isa pity that tra- 
dition and sentiment, while crying out 
against the desecration of cremation, 
do not carry their influence further 
and insist that the homes of the dead 
be places breathing of quiet and frag- 
rant memories instead of black deso- 
lation. The first step towards improy- 
ing the condition of the average rural 
cemetery would be to remove it from 
the control of the municipal council, 
for as a rule the local authorities are 
shocked at, let us say, the extrava- 
gant suggestion of remoying the usual 
entrance of a country cemetery—an 
old stile—to replace it with a gate. 
The appointment of a commission to 
control the funds and apply a rational 
policy of maintenance would seem to 

e the wisest course. Policies might 
vary according to local conditions, but, 
as with eyery local improyement, the 
principal trouble would be in making 
astart. Once the idea of mee ita 
beauty spot that would be creditable to 
the community is fixed in the Boule 
mind the cemetery will scarcely be 
allowed to full again into a state of 
neglect and desolation.

STRANGE ROMANCE. 


Italian Marquis Yields His Title to Be- 
come British Subject. 


A strange romance of an Itallan mar- 
quis, who gave up his title and fortune 
and became a British subject, has been 
unfolded in the New Zealand Court of 
Appeal. ‘ 

The Court was asked to decide whe- 
ther the late Marquis Arturo Taliacarne 
was An Italian or a New Zealander. He 
was the son of the Marquis Andrea 
Taliacarne, of Genoa, an Italian subject, 
and at’ various times Ambassador of the 
then King of Sardinia to many countries. 
The Marquis Andrea married an Eng- 
lishwoman in London, and when he was 
Ambassador for Sardinia at The Hague, 
in 1859, his son Arturo was born. 

The boy was educated at Harrow and 
Oxford, and on the death of his father 
became possessor of large estates in 
Genoa and other parts of Italy., In 1881 
he went to New Zealand, invested a large 
sum of money in land, and, adopting 
the democratic spirit of the country, 
dropped his title, and assumed the name 
of Arthur James Bertie. 

While he was in New Zealand he ar- 
ranged for tho income of his Italian 
estates to be invested by an Italian ap- 
pointed to receive the money. After 
the Marquis’ death, however, it was dis- 
covered that this person had become 
bankrupt and lost the entire fortune cf 
the Marquis, amounting to about 
$200,000. 

In 1890, shorlly before his death, the 
Marquis married in his English name, 
and it is his wife, who has since married 
again, who brought an action asking the 
New Zealand courts to revoke the grant 
of probate to his will on the ground that 
he was an Italian subject. The action, 
however, has been decided against her, 
the Court of Appeal declaring that the 
Marquis was o resident of New Zealand 
and a British Subject.
